Conservative Franklin Har¬ 
dinge was probably most 
critical of the present sys¬ 
tem, charging inadequate 
test scores, unsuccessful bus¬ 
ing and overall board weak¬ 
nesses as he secs them. “Some¬ 
thing must be done to correct 
problems now,” he told the 
group gathered to hear can¬ 
didates. 

Noel Hatch rode the cen¬ 
ter line much of the time 
but reiterated his mood of 


two years ago when he ran 
unsuccessfully for the board, 
“I have concluded that pub¬ 
lic education today stands on 
the threshold of making great 
changes. I’m moved by the 
challenges facing education, 
excited about the Pasadena 
schools,” he said. 

Challenger Carlos Morales 
explained his basic concepts; 
“excellence in education, 
responsibility, building brid¬ 
ges.” He believes in parent 
participation and announced, 
“The school system is not a 
babysitting place.” 

Jerry Meier accused present

Several acts of fate seemed 
to stand in the way of the 
Sierra Madre News covering 
the appearance of the Queen 
of England at the British 
Home Monday. And in spite 
of all three close calls, we 
made it. 

Although we applied for 
an official press pass in plenty 
of time, Guilford Queen 
called from Washington, D.C. 
a week ago Friday evening 

to tell us that our application 
had apparently been lost fqr 
awhile in the big storm in 
Washington, D.C. that week. 
A postal pouch with my ap¬ 
plication had just arrived. He 
was sorry but he had already 
sent the registered names in 
for laminating. 

I was appalled and told 
him so. I even suggested I 
call an important brother- 
in-law in Washington. And 
at that he said, “No, please 
don’t call him or your con¬ 
gressman. I’ve had too many 
of those phone calls. I’ll 


see that your name is added 
to the approved list.” How 
could I thank him? Send him 
some copies of the News, a 
real community newspaper. 

Thank you, Guilford Queen, 
you with your wonderful 
British accent. 

Next came a caution from 
Chief Bill Betts who told me 
press credentials were being 
sliced right and left. No fear, 
I said. They wouldn’t ax 
the faithful old Sierra Madre 
News in its own town of 
Sierra Madre. 

But when I picked up my 
credentials at the Biltmore 
Hotel in downtown L.A. 
Sunday morning, I noticed 
that the British Home was 
“closed,” whatever that 
meant. And with phones 
ringing in the credentials 
office every moment, I de¬ 
cided not to trouble the peo¬ 
ple with my questions. No 
problem. They wouldn’t ax 
the faithful old Sierra Madre 
News in its own town of

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Campaign opens 
for new ambulance 


During the same week that Firehouse 
Magazine honored Capt. George Maurer, EMT 
and ambulance driver for Sierra Madre, the 
local fire department launched a fundraising 
effort to collect $11,000, the balance remaining 
toward the purchase of a new $35,000 vehicle. 

The old 1976 vehicle Is worn out. Although 
it has traveled approximately 38,000 road miles, 
one has to consider that on practically every 
one of the 3000 runs it idles for about 20 
minutes. Therefore, the engine miles far 
exceed the road miles. 

During the past years the department has 
accumulated $24,000 in an “Ambulance Re¬ 
placement Fund,” set aside for this designated 
purpose. This money has been raised through 
donations and gifts. That leaves $11,000 still 
needed to purchase a new ambulance. 

Various methods of collection have been 
explored and at this time the Fire Department 
Is enclosing a flyer In local mailings, urging

The old ambulance will be retained as a 
back-up unit during the time the new unit Is 
being serviced.

Earlier volanic 
activity documented 


with special earthquake preparedness 
classes an ongoing “must” In southern Cali¬ 
fornia (indeed, we had one In Sierra Madre 
Tuesday evening), a recent release tells us 
' about heavy volcanic ash found deep in the 
ocean. 

These layers tell us that there were large 
pulsea of explosive volanic activity In our 
Beologic past, long before they could be re¬ 
corded for history. 

An International group of 16 scientists 
and 54 drillers, technicians and crew on the 
drilling research vessel Qlomar Challenger 
discovered these layers of ash In sediment 
cores drilled among the fossil remains of 
millions of marine organisms. Each ash layer 
records a major volcanic eruption when vast 
quantities of volcanic ash were blasted into 
the atmosphere and finally settled Into thin 
layers up to three Inches thick on the ocean 
floor. 

The Challenger Is the only research vessel 
that is capable of accurately maintaining Its 
position in one locality on the ocean surface 
for weeks on end and drilling Into the ocean 
floor miles beneath. The area being investi¬ 
gated Is the entire rim of the Pacific Ocean, 
including Japan, western South America and 
New Zealand.
